THE   GOSPEL    IS    BROAD

IN  a  recent  conversation  it  was  intimated 
that  we  are  narrow  and  intolerant  be- 
cause of  our  asnwer  to  questions  regarding 
the  necessity  of  baptism.  "  Do  you  mean 
to  tell  me,"  said  one,  "  that  a  man  cannot 
be  saved  unless  he  is  baptized  into  the 
'  Mormon  '  church — that  of  the  two  billion 
people  of  the  earth  all  are  religious^ 
wrong  except  the  '  Mormons  '?  " 

Well,  stated  so,  an  unqualified  affirmative 
answer  would  sound  intolerant  and  wanting 
in  breadth  ;  but  a  much  better  understand- 
ing comes  with  an  analysis  of  the  question 
and  an  explanatory  elaboration  of  the  ex- 
pected answer. 

[ust  what  does  the  questioner  mean  by 
being  saved?  If  he  means  just  saved  from 
death,  then  no  baptism  at  all  is  needed;  for 
the  atonement  of  our  Saviour  accomplished 
that  in  full.  If  he  means  saved  from  the 
traditional  torment  in  hades,  again  we  shall 
say  that  honourable  men  and  women  of  the 
earth  numbered  by  the  millions  who  have 
known  no  baptism  shall  neither  know  such 
torment.  The   grace  of   our   Lord   Jesus 

Christ  and  the  good  lives  they  have  lived 
have  won  for  them  joys  beyond  their  powers 
of  comprehension — joys  that  will  endure 
forever.  But  if  by  being  saved  he  means 
being  "  Placed  beyond  the  power  of  all  our 
enemies  "  and  given  eternal  abiding  place 
with  the  Father  and  the  Son  in  the  Celestial 
Kingdom  of  God,  then  we  would  quote  the 
words  of  the  Master,  "  Except  a  man  be 
born  of  the  water  and  of  the  Spirit,  he  can- 
not enter  into  the  kingdom  of  God." 

As  to  the  other  part  of  the  question,  being 
"  baptized  into  the  '  Mormon  '  Church," 
we  do  franklv  affirm  that  of  the  hundreds 
of  religious  denominations  in  the  world, 
.  springing  from  different  origins  and  teach- 
ing different  and  opposing  doctrines  all 
cannot  be  the  authorized  churches  of  the 
Father  or  the  Son.  We  cannot  conceive  of 
God's  being  the  author  of  such  confusion. 
All  could  be  wrong,  but  all  cannot  be  right. 
Of   the   discordant    factions    of   Christendom 


only  one,  if  any,  can  be  the  true  Church  of 
Christ.  Is  it  narrow  for  a  person  to  hold 
that  the  organization  to  which  he  belongs 
is  the  right  one?  If  he  does  not  think  so, 
then  he  should  look  about  for  the  one  he 
does  think  is  right  and  unite  with  it. 

We  firmly  declare  to  the  world  that  the 
Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints 
is  that  one  true  Church  of  divine  origin, 
recognition  and  guidance — the  Church  and 
Kingdom  of  God  on  earth.  Sometime,  in 
the  past,  present  or  future  all  who  would 
enjoy  full  privileges  and  bless'ngs  of 
citizenship  must  become  members  by  the 
divinely  chosen  rite  of  initiation — -baptism 
by  one  divinely  authorized  to  perform  it. 

And    Mormonism    is    not    narrow.  Xo 

such  broad  and  beautiful  and  all-inclusive 
philosophy  of  life  is  found  anywhere  as  is 
offered  in  the  teachings  of  Mormonism, 
which  are  the  teachings  of  Jesus  Christ.  It 
affirms  that  all  of  God's  children  will  be 
saved  in  some  degree  of  glory,  except  the 
few  sons  of  perdition  who  positively  will  not 
accept  of  salvation,  and  that  the  felicity  to 
be  theirs  will  be  measured  by  the  oppor- 
tunities offered  them  and  their  response  to 
the  right  and  the  light  that  has  shone  in 
their  path.  In  his  vision  on  Patmos  John 
saw  that  the  dead  would  all  rise  and  would 
be  "  judged  out  of  those  things  which  were 
written  in  the  books,  according  to  their 
works."  We  believe  that,  and  that  we 
might  accept  such  teaching  we  deny  the 
traditional  theory  of  a  simple  division  of 
the  realms  beyond  into  two  single  states  of 
heaven  and  hell.  We  prefer  to  believe  with 
Paul  that  there  are  awards  and  assignments 
varying  in  degree  as  widely  as  the  variance 
between  the  radiance  of  the  tiniest  twinkling 
star  and  the  blazing  sun  in  the  firmament. 
We  like  the  reassuring,  soul  comforting 
words  of  the  Lord  to  His  disciples,  "  Let 
not  your  hearts  be  troubled  ;  ye  believe  in 
God,  believe  also  in  me.  In  my  Father's 
house  are  manv  mansions;  if  it  were  not  so,

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Gaining  Economic

HOW  can  we  meet  the  increased  costs  of 
living,  pay  tithes  and  offerings,  pay 
off  debts,  and  establish  reserves  in  order  to 
gain  economic  security?  This  question  is 
asked  by  thousands  of  humble  men  and 
women  in  the  Church  who  are  anxious  to 
prepare  for  future  emergencies  and  to  be 
full  tithe  payers. 

The  Promise  and  the  Blessing. 

I  prophesy  that  anyone  who  pays  an 
honest  tithing  will  prosper. — President 
Heber  J.  Grant,  General  Conference, 
October,   1941. 

Bring  ye  all  the  tithes  into  the  store- 
house, that  there  may  be  meat  in  mine 
house,  and  prove  me  now  herewith,  saith 
the  Lord  of  Hosts,  if  I  will  not  open  you 
the  windows  of  heaven  and  pour  you  out 
a  blessing,  that  there  shall  not  be  room 
enough  to   receive   it. — Malachi   3  :io. 

I  say  unto  you  that  if  ye  should  serve 
him  who  has  created  you  from  the  begin- 
ning, and  is  preserving  you  from  day  to 
day,  by  lending  your  breath,  that  ye  may 
live  and  move  and  do  according  to  your 
own  will,  and  even  supporting  you  from 
one  moment  to  another — I  say,  if  ye 
should  serve  him  with  all  your  whole 
souls  yet  ye  would  be  unprofitable 
servants. 

And  behold,  all  that  he  requires  of  you 
is  to  keep  his  commandments  ;  and  he  has 
promised  you  that  if  ye  would  keep  his 
commandments  ye  would  prosper  in  the 
land ;  and  he  never  doth  vary  from  that 
which  he  has  said ;  therefore,  if  ye  do 
keep  his  commandments  he  doth  bless 
you  and  prosper  you. — Book  of  Mormon, 
Mosiah  2  :2i-22. 


Fulfilment  of  the  Promise. 

That  the  Lord  usually  fulfils  His  promises 
in  a  normal  and  reasonable  manner  was  in- 
dicated by  Elder  Stephen  L.  Richards  in  an 
address  at  the  ninety-ninth  annual  general 
conference. 

What  blessings  come  from  the  "  win- 
■  dows  of  heaven  "?  Both  temporal  and 
spiritual  blessings.  Temporal  blessings 
accrue  largely  from  the  cultivation  of 
thrift  habits.  The  payment  of  tithes  of 
necessity  compels  an  orderly  arrangement 
of  one's  affairs.  Accounting   is   indis- 

pensible.  Budgeting       is       necessary. 

Saving  follows.       All  of  which  are  neces- 
sary to  financial  success. 

I  heard  a  banker  say  not  long  ago  that 
if  tithing  served  no  other  purpose  than 
to  secure  an  orderly  adjustment  of  one's 
affairs,  of  budgeting  of  income  and  ex- 
penses, it  would  be  invaluable.  I  feel 
sure  that  he  who  pays  his  tithes  not  only 
has  a  better  conception  of  economy,  but 
he  is  indulging  in  a  practice  which  will 
bring    him    into  better    thrift   habits   and 
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enable  him  to  go  forward  toward  financial 

prosperity. 

Through  the  payment  of  tithing,  many 
individuals  find  that  the  Lord  inspires  them 
to  increase  their  income  bv  becoming  more 
productive    employees.  Others   \'mm\    that 

they  increase  their  income  bv  becoming 
more  efficient  farm  managers  or  better 
business  managers. 

Likewise  an  individual  who  pays  his 
tithing  should  be  blessed  by  the  Lord  to  be- 
come a  more  efficient  money  manager  to 
the  extent  that  he  can  do  more  things  with 
the  income  than  he  does  receive. 

The  Lord  has  accomplished  miracles  in 
fulfilling  His  promises.  Nearly  any  bishop 
in  the  Church  can  testify  to  this  fact.  Every 
bishop  with  whom  I  have  ever  discussed 
this  subject  has  attested  the  fact  that  the 
tithe  payers  of  the  ward  are  generally  the 
most  prosperous  members  of  the  ward  and 
few  if  any  have  ever  had  to  be  assisted 
because  of  financial  difficulties.  Most  of 
these  temporal  blessings,  however,  have 
come  not  as  a  miracle  but  as  a  natural  by- 
product of  the  payment  of  an  honest  tith- 
ing. A  family  becomes  prosperous  through 
living  the  laws  of  prosperity. 

Increasing  Income. 

The  essential  basis  for  an  increase  in 
salary  or  wage  is  through  becoming  a  more 
productive  worker. 

A  member  of  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ 
of  Latter-day  Saints  who  lives  according  to 
the  high  standards  of  the  Church  should  be 
more  productive  than  the  average  employee 
because  of  the  following  reasons  : 

i.    He  is  used  to  hard  work. 

2.  He  is  industrious — it  is  a  pioneer 
heritage. 

3.  He  has  initiative — it  has  been  deve- 
loped through  a  lifetime  of  doing  things. 

4.  He  has  qualities  of  leadership  and 
executive  ability.  These  qualities  have  been 
developed  through  auxiliary  and  quorum 
activities  from  early  youth. 

5.  He  is  well  trained — a  thorough  educa- 
tion with  practical  training  is  a  funda- 
mental principle  in  the  average  Latter-day 
Saint  home. 

6.  He  co-operates — activities  in  Church 
have  taught  the  necessity  and  value  of  co- 
operation. 


7.  He  is  honest — this  quality  is  of 
highest  premium  in  an  employee. 

8.  He  is  dependable — this  quality  is  de- 
veloped through  accepting  responsibilities 
in  Church  positions. 

9.  He  has  good  personal  habits — 
employers  appreciate  abstinence  from  liquor. 
Many  firms  also  prefer  employees  who  do 
not  use  tobacco  because,  besides  health 
and  money  waste,  less  time  is  wasted,  in 
taking  time  out  for  smokes. 

10.  He  has  good  health — through  living 
according  to  the  high  standards  of  the 
Word  of  Wisdom. 

11.  He  has  a  good  mental  attitude. 
Members  of  the  Church  are  not  radicals. 
They  seldom  lose  their  jobs  for  insubordina- 
tion. 

12.  He  is  ambitious  to  succeed.  Pro- 
gression is  a  fundamental  concept  in  the 
Church. 

Personal  Development. 
The  efficient  home  manager  tries  to  save 
on  the  essential  expenses  and  operating 
expenses,  in  order  to  have  more  funds 
available  for  personal  development,  savings 
and   reserves.  Personal   development    in- 

cludes   money    spent    for   health,    recreation 
and  Church   contributions. 

Making  the  Decision  to  Pay  Tithing. 

The  payment  of  tithes  and  offerings  is  a 
development  expenditure  that  can  be  justi- 
fied from  every  aspect  of  reason  and  com- 
mon sense,  but  a  decision  must  be  reached 
by  the  family  to  pay  tithing  or  to  use  the 
funds  for  some  other  desired  object.  This 
provides  the  acid  test  of  faith. 

There  is  also  a  strong  urge  to  pay 
obligations,  particularly  if  the}'  are  press- 
ing and  urgent.  It  is  much  like  the  story 
of  the  old  darky  who  would  not  pay  his 
church  dues.  A  committee  visited  him  to 
find  out  the  reason.  "  De  Lord  don't  press 
me  like  my  other  creditors  is." 

This  is  true  under  present  conditions, 
when  there  is  an  increase  in  the  cost  of 
living  which  narrows  the  difference  between 
fixed  instalment  payments  and  the  amount 
that  is  left  to  live  on. 

Realizing  that  the  cost  of  living  may  con- 
tinue to  increase  and  that  wages  and 
salaries  tend  to  lag  behind  increases  in  the

IMPORTANCE 

OF   UNION

AT  a  recent  meeting  I  heard  about  a  man 
of  whom  it  was  said  that  he  would 
never  be  counted  amongst  the  lonely  ones 
because  he  had,  as  an  original  expression 
goes,  "furnished  his  life  with  friends.'' 
Wherever  he  went  and  stayed  new  friends 
gathered  around  him  and  so  he  never  felt 
lonely  or  lost.  He  was  at  home  every- 
where because  he  was  always  surrounded 
by  friends,  exactly  as  by  his  furniture  in 
his  home. 

To  compare  friends  with  furniture  per- 
haps jars  upon  the  ears  of  some,  but  there 
is  nothing  contemptuous  in  this  com- 
parison. On  the  contrary  it  intends  to  give 
expression  of  something  which  is  intimate 
and  goes  together.  Our  furniture  makes 
the  frames  around  us.  Amongst  them  we 
experience  joy  and  sorrow,  they  follow  us 
during  a  number  of  years,  yes,  some  of 
them  are  our  followers  for  the  whole  life. 
And  who  will  deny  that  we  like  our  furni- 
ture. For  outsiders  they  have  perhaps 
little  or  no  value  but  to  ourselves  they  mean 
a  lot.  With  them  goes  so  many  memories 
which  are  connected  with  our  life,  yes, 
make  a  part  of  it.  Surely  we  can  call  this 
furniture  our  friends.  If  we  are  forced  to 
dispense  with  them  we  surely  would  like  to 
see  that  they  are  properly  cared  for  at  their 
new  place. 

When  at  home  as  a  child  I  remember  a 
cupboard  which  was  taken  to  an  auction 
hall  to  be  sold,  as  it  was  much  too  big.  I 
went  every  day  to  see  the  cupboard.  It 
was  standing  amongst  other  furniture  just 
as  fine  but  I  thought  that  the  cupboard  was 
the  most  beautiful  of  all.  Every  time   I 

looked  at  it  it  cut  me  to  the  heart  and  I 
could   not  understand   why  we  had   had  the 


heart  to  dispense  with  the  old  cupboard  as 
it  had  belonged  to  the  family  for  many 
years.  I  considered  it  an  act  of  perfidy. 
When  one  day  it  had  finally  gone  I  thought 
that  I  had  acted  unjustly  by  not  having  it 
carried  back.  I  am   confident  that   many 

have  felt  the  same  way  and  will  understand 
what  takes  place  in  one's  innermost 
thoughts  at  such  a  moment. 

But  these  are  only  dead  things,  one  will 
say.  Yes,  but  for  us  who  own  them  they 
are  not  dead.  The  furniture  has  merged 
into  our  own  history,  into  our  own  life. 
From  this  it  will  appear  that  the  parallel 
between  friends  and  furniture  is  not  so  un- 
warranted or  eccentric.  To  furnish  our 
life  with  friends  is  the  same  as  to  give  our 
life  a  real   valuable  content. 

What  is  a  flat  or  a  house  before  being 
furnished?  Walls,  windows,  doors,  ceiling 
and  floor  is  there,  but  no  cosiness  or 
warmth.  First,  when  the  home  in  its  real 
sense  is  moving  in,  between  the  cold  walls 
is  life  and  something  personal  coming 
into  it.  It  is  exactly  the  same  in  life. 
How  empty  and  dreary  would  it  be  with- 
out friends. 

Happy  is  he  who  has  friends  and  who 
understands  not  only  how  to  make  friends 
but  how  to  keep  them.  Such  a  man  would 
never  become  lonely.  The  problem  of 
loneliness  is  difficult  to  solve.  Could  we 
arrange  for  all  the  lonely  to  meet,  there 
should  no  longer  exist  such  a  problem,  and 
just  imagine  how  well  these  lonely  people 
would  understand  one  another  if  they  had 
the  opportunity  to  meet.  They  go  through 
the  years  without  friends,  they  have  their 
homes  and  the  thinsfs  thev  like  but  to  fur- 
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nish.  their  life. -only  with  this,  wilj.  not  du. 
For  that  purpose  living  men  are  heeded  and 
not  only  the  memories  of  those  who  have 
onee  been  but  who"  are  how  fiSaCK 

If  we  think  of  our  friends  we  see  some- 
thing like  a  gallery.  Every  one  has  his 
special  frame,  and  they  must  not  be  con- 
fused or  mixed  up.  Each  one  is  something 
for  himself  and  has  his  special  importance 
to  us.  We  feel  it,  for  instance,  if  we  want 
to  see  them  one  evening  and  we  invite  those 
who  belong  to  our  inner  circle.  If  one  of 
them  is  unable  to  come  our  pleasure  is  re- 
duced and  if  he  says:  "  But  you  can  invite 
some  of  your  other  friends,"  we  find  thai  it 
is  just  the  one  who  is  prevented  from 
coming  we  wish  to  see.  •  No  one  else  can 
fill  his  place. 

The  ability  to  nnke  friends  is  a  gift.  .  It 
is  easier  for  some  people  than  for  others  to 
make  friends  but  all  the  same  we  do  all  to 
some  extent  possess  this  gift — and  we  art- 
all  able  to  develop  it.  We  must  above  all 
remember  that  friendship  means  an  inter- 
action between  two  people. 

It  is  not  only  the  one  who  must  be  a 
friend  and  always  give,  sacrifice  and  hold  ; 
the  other  must  also  pay  his  share  and  play 
his  part.  Nobody  must  just  be  receiving. 
Friendship  should  be  so  strong  that  the 
other  person's  welfare  is  more  important 
than  that  of  our  own  especially  in  these 
dark  and  grim  days  should  friendship, 
brotherly  and  sisterly  love  flourish  as  never 
before.  It  shoud  be  extended  to  comprise 
not  only  the  inner,  selected  circle,  but  all 
those  with  whom  we  come  in  contact  in  the 
course  of  our  daily  duties,  yes,  the  whole 
of  mankind  !  We  are  all  in  the  same  boat, 
as  we  say.  If  the  sea  is  smooth  we  are 
joyful  but  when  the  waves  rise  high  we 
must  all  take  to  the  oars  and  try  to  get  the 
cargo  safely  ashore.  This  gives  us  a  feel- 
ing of  belonging  together  which  unites  us 
in  our  purpose. 

We  must  support  and  help  one  another 
with  all  our  ability  and  we  must  keep  heart 
and  help  others  to  do  likewise.  It  is  almost 
unbelievable  how  a  word  of  understanding 
or  a  friendly  smile  can  make  troubles 
easier.  We  all  know  by  experience  how 
encouragement  has  the  power  to  lighten  in 
darkness.  It     is     dreadful     to     see     how 

among     men     instead     of     friendship     and 


brotherliness,  hatred  with  all  its  sad  results 
has  characterized  the  history  of  mankind, 
until  it  reaches  its  climax  in  the  rejection 
and  crucifixion  of  the  eternal  love,  em- 
bodied  in  the  person  of  Jesus  Christ. 

Think  of  the  state  of  the  world  to-day, 
and  then  realize  the  power  that  the  Evil  One 
has  to  divide  even  God's  children  from  each 
other  in  bitterest  enmity.  What  a  task  to 
reconcile  the  everlasting  fatherlove  and  the 
sad  strife  amongst  brethren  and  to  try  to 
recommend  this  love  and  to  find  an  entrance 
for  it  in  men's  hearts.  And  how  shall  we, 
above  all,  persuade  God's  children  to 
believe  that  this  life  in  the  love  of  God  and 
in  the  love  to  the  brethren  is  not  only  possi- 
ble but  a  plain  duty,  and  worth  the  sacrifice 
ol  all  to  possess  and  to  proclaim  it?  People 
will  not  believe  that  it  is  possible,  through 
God's  Holy  Spirit,  to  be  so  filled  with  the 
love  of  God,  that  love,  as  streams  of  living 
water  shall  flow  forth  from   them.  They 

will  not  believe  that  God's  word  speaks  the 
absolute  truth. 

Through  my  membership  in  this  Church 
I  came  to  see  as  never  before,  how  in- 
separably faith  in  God  and  love  to  the 
brethren  are  bound  together.  New  light 
was  shed  on  the  text:  "  This  is  His  com- 
mandment, that  we  should  believe  in  the 
Name  of  His  Son,  Jesus  Christ,  and  love- 
one  another,  even  as  He  gave  us  com- 
mandment." 

Many  a  Christian  wearies  himself  in  the 
attempt  to  love  always,  for  he  so  often 
tails.  The  reason  is  simply  that  we  have- 
no  power  in  ourselves  to  love  God,  or  our 
brethren.  The  old  nature — or  old  man — 
loves  to  do  its  own  will  and  to  gratifv  its 
sinful  desires. 

To  love  God,  to  love  Christ,  who  first 
loved  us,  to  love  our  brethren  and  our 
enemies,  is  impossible  to  the  carnal  mind. 
We  can  only  receive  it  from  above,  when 
we  cast  ourselves  down  before  God  with  a 
sense  of  our  own  impotence  and  unworthi- 
ness,  that  He  mav  fill  us. 

When  a  Christian  begins  to  understand 
that  the  love  wherewith  God  and  Christ  love 
him,  should  be  in  him,  not  merely  a  pleasant 
experience,  but  a  divine  lifepower,  abiding 
in  him,  he  will  have  the  assurance  that  the 
Spirit  of  God  Himself  wills  to  effect  in  him

FOR  JUNE,  1942 

THE  PRIVILEGE  OF  PAYING  TITHING 

DURING  the  month  of  June  every  organization  and  every  member  of  the  Church  through- 
out the.  Mission  are  expected  to  give  serious  consideration  to  the  subject  of  tithing. 

While  Latter-day  Saint's  are  under  obligation  to  contribute  to  the  sustenance  of  the  Church, 
the  obligation  coming'  as  a  direct  commandment  through  revelation,  it  is  nevertheless  a 
glorious-  privilege.  As  a  privilege,  it  is  near  to  the  hearts  of  those  who  fully  understand 
the  Gospel  and  are  living  according  to   its   teachings. 

In  its  personal  application  it  is  a  privilege,  in  that  it  opens  the  way  to  countless  blessings 
— not  that  the  promised  blessings  can  be  purchased  with  money,  but  that  the  blessings  can 
be  secured  by  everyone  through  obedience  to  the  law,  through  paying  an  honest  tithing  in 
the  true  spirit  of  tithing,   through  acceptance  of  the  principle  as  given  in  the  revelations. 

When  tithing  is  paid,  all  who  are  in  any  way  involved  in  the  transaction  are  blessed  :  the 
individual,  through  not  only  the  blessings  which  come  from  above  but  also  through  the 
operation  of  a  natural  law.  He  who  keeps  careful  account  of  his  increase,  who  makes  provi- 
sion for  and  pays  one-tenth  of  his  income,  becomes  a  better  manager  of  his  finances  and  is 
better  able  to  direct  the  expenditure  of  the  nine-tenths  left  for  himself. 

The  family  whose  husband  and  father  is  a  faithful  tithepayer  benefits  by  sharing  in  the 
blessings  which  are  promised  and  through  being  taught  thrift,  economy,  and  honesty. 

The  Church  benefits  by  having  means  provided  for  carrying  on  its  work,  for  expanding  its 
organization,  for  extending  the  blessings  of  the  Gospel  to  countless  thousands. 

Tithing  is  God's  law  of  revenue  for  the  Church.  As  a  law  it  applies  to  every  member  of 
the  Church  alike.       The  blessings,  likewise,  are  promised  to  all  who  obey. 
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that  love  to  the  Father,  the  Son,  to  the 
brethren,  and  to  all  the  world.  As  he 
believes  this  and  surrenders  himself  fully 
to  the  Holy  Spirit  he  will  find  that  he  can 
and  will  love  all  men. 

The  fruit  of  the  Spirit  is  love,  which  in- 
cludes all  the  long-suffering,  and  kindness, 
and  goodness  and  patience,  needed  in  our 
intercourse  with   our  fellow-men. 

Let  us  worship  God  and  wait  upon  Him 
to  shed  abroad  this  love  in  our  hearts  so 
that  streams  of  blessings  may  flow  from  us 
to  a  needy  world.  Let  this  thought  sink 
deep  into  our  hearts:  "  The  grace  of  our 
Lord  abound  exceedingly  with  faith  and 
love."  As  we  cultivate  faith  in  God's 
love,  our  hearts  will  be  filled  with  love  to 
the  brethren.  I  pray  that  God  may  help  us 
from  day  to  day  by  faith  to  be  rooted  in  this 
love,  that  we  may  at  all  times  be  living 
examples  of  its  truth  and  power  and  so 
become  a  blessing  to  others.

JT\  O  you  have  gumbo  at  your  house? 
w£      If  you  don't,   get  your  wife  to  make 
you  some,  because  it  is  something  special  in 
the  line  of  vegetables. 

I  have  never  made  any,  but  I  know  what 
is  in  it.  You  take  pods  of  okra  about  the 
size  of  your  little  ringer  and  cut  them  cross- 
wise into  little  green  circles.  Then  you  cut 
up  some  tomatoes  and  some  celery  and 
some  onions  and  stew  them  all  together.  It 
is  the  most  delicious  vegetable  dish  that  was 
ever  put  on  the  table. 

If  you  have  ever  seen  gumbo,  you  will 
remember  that  it  is  also  an  artistic  as  well 
as  a  gustatory  triumph.

I  am  going  into  all  this  detail  about 
gumbo  because  I  bought  myself  a  new  sport 
coat  the  other  day.  It  is  exactly  the  colour 
of  gumbo.  It  is  green  with  flecks  of  red 
and  white  which  tuft  it  here  and  there.  I 
suspect  the  reason  I  bought  the  coat  was 
that  I  like  gumbo.

THE  Historic  Society  of  White  Hall, 
Illinois,  vouches  for  the  veracity  oi 
this  one  :  In  the  early  professional  days  of 
Abraham  Lincoln  and  his  contemporary, 
Stephen  A.  Douglass,  there  lived  one 
Josiah  Lambern,  a  promising  young  attor- 
ney whose  oratorical  popularity  challenged 
that  of  Lincoln  and  Douglass.  But  for  the 
influence  of  intoxicating  liquors  he  might 
have  gone  down  in  history  as  the  greatest 
orator  of  that  day,  but  succombed  to  the 
drink  habit  in  his  38th  year,  and  his  body 
is  buried  at  White  Hall,  111.  But  to  go 
on  with  the  story  we  leave  his  body  to  rest 
and  await  the  resurrection. 

Two  men  ran  for  sheriff  of  the  count}, 
I  do  not  remember  their  names,  but  if  any- 
one is  interested  enough  to  send  stamped 
envelope  to  the  Historic  Society  of  White 
Hall,  111.,  I  am  sure  they  can  get  the  names 
and  verify  the  story.  One  of  these  men 
was  declared  elected  by  a  small  majority, 
the  other  was  so  incensed  at  being  beaten 
that  he  shot  his  successful  opponent  to 
death.  He  was  arrested  and  tried  for  his 
life.  He     was      a      wealthy      man      and 

employed  Abraham  Linooln  and  Stephen  A. 
Douglass  to  defend  him.  The  prosecution 
employed  Josiah  Lambern.  This  made  the 
case  very  famous  because  of  the  importance 
of  these  three  men  as  the  nation's  best 
orators. 

It  was  decided  at  the  close  of  the  testi- 
mony that  each  side  should  have  two  hours 
to  present  its  case.  Stephen  A.  Douglass 
was  chosen  speaker  for  the  defence.  Josiah 
Lambern  for  the  prosecution.  Mr.  Douglass 
took  his  two  hours  and  make  good  the  ex- 
pected of  him.  It  was  easy  to  see  acquittal 
written  on  the  faces  of  all  the  jurors.  It 
was  getting  late  in  the  afternoon,  the  sun 
was  nearly  down.  Josiah  Lambern  arose 
and  addressed  the  judge  to  this  effect  : 
"  Your  Honour,  it  is  getting  late  and 
everybody  is  tired,  I  wonder  if  it  would  be 
pleasing  to  Your  Honour  to  dismiss  the 
crowd  and  let  them  come  back  in  an  hour 
or  two.        They  will  all  feel  better,   we  will 


teel  better  alter  we  have  a  good  meal  and 
a  little  rest."        The  judge  agreed. 

During  this  interim  Josiah  Lambern  got 
busy  working  his  plans.  He  went  to  the 
judge  and  told  him  his  eyes  were  bad,  and 
wondered  if  the  judge  would  not  accommo- 
date him  by  having  only  one  light  in  the 
court  room.  The  crowd  could  sit  in  dark- 
ness. Just  have  a  candle  on  the  table  in 
front  of  the  jury.  The  judge  agreed  with 
the  proviso  that  if  it  met  the  approval  of 
the  sheriff.  Mr.  Lambern  found  the  sheriff 
and  it  was  so  arranged. 

Reassembled,  the  court  room  is  packed 
almost   to    suffocation.  Only    one   tallow 

candle  givng  out  light  for  the  entire  room. 
The  defendant  sitting  close  to  the  table  and 
the  jurors  just  back  of  him.  The  scene 
has  the  appearance  of  an  Irish  wake,  with 
the  flickering  light  of  only  one  candle.  The 
crowd  is  tense,  expecting  to  hear  the 
eloquence  of  Josiah  Lambern  for  two  hours. 
The  quietness  is  almost  depressing.  Joshiah 
Lambern  walks  with  shoulders  bowed  to  his 
position  in  front  of  the  table.  Speaking  in 
a  very  subdued  voice  he  said,  "  Whoso 
sheddeth  man's  blood,  bv  man  shall  his 
blood  be  shed."  He  paused  for  a  whole 

minute.  Straightening  himself  up  a  little, 
and  speaking  with  a  little  more  emphasis 
he  said,  Whoso  sheddeth  man's  blood,  by 
mau  shall  his  blood  be  shed."  He  paused 
another  minute.  Straightening  himself  to 
his  full  six  feet  two,  and  roaring  like  a  lion 
he  said, 

"  WHOSO  SHEDDETH  MAX'S 
BLOOD,  BY  MAN  SHALL  HIS  BLOOD 
BE  SHED."  "  SUCH  IS  THE  DECREE 
OE  GOD  ALMIGHTY," 
and  pointing  his  index  finger  at  the  jury 
finished, 

"  DARE  YOU  DISOBEY  IT," 
and   took    his   seat.  The   jury   retired    to 

their     place     and     took    only    one     ballot — 

GUILTY— 
and  assessed  the  man's  punishment  at  death 
by  hanging.  This  verdict   stuck  through

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Gaining  Economic  Security  Through  the  Pay- 
ment of  Tithing. — Continued  from  page  80. 
cost  of  living,  members  of  the  Church 
should  be  alert  to  the  necessity  of  develop- 
ing sales  resistance.  Purchases  should  be 
limited  to  absolutely  necessary  articles  and 
fixed  instalment  payments  should  be  held  at 
a  minimum.  Increase  in  income  should  be 
used  to  liquidate  obligations,  create  reserve 
and  build  up  security  with  the  Lord  through 
the  payment  of  tithes  and  offerings. 

"  First  things  first  "  is  a  splendid  rule 
to  follow  in  making  a  decision  to  pay  tith- 
ing. If  the  gospel  of  Jesus  Christ  is 
important  in  your  life ;  if  it  holds  a  place 
in  your  affections  beyond  any  material 
possession,  then  the  decision  to  pay  tithing 
is  easy.  A  tenth  of  your  income  belongs 
to  the  Lord  and  is  not  yours  to  use  for  other 
purposes. 

When  to  Pay  Tithing. 
Our  Church  leaders  have  recommended 
that  tithing  should  be  paid  at  regular  inter- 
vals at  the  time  income  is  received.  At  the 
ninety-ninth  annual  conference,  Elder 
Stephen  L.  Richards  addressed  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Church  as  follows  : — 

I  have  found  it  to  be  a  very  difficult 
problem  in  mathematics  to  pay  one-tenth 
out  of  one-twelfth.  I  commend  the 
thought  to  those  who  are  receiving 
monthly  stipends  and  who  indulge  in  the 
practice  of  paying  their  tithing  at  the 
close  of  the  year.  I  am  sure  you  will 
find  it  very  difficult  to  get  the  tenth  out 
of  the  twelfth  if  your  tithing  remains  for 
payment   until  the   last  month.  I  can 

heartily  recommend  to  you  the  payment 
of  your  tithes  as  your  funds  come  into 
your  hands,  not  only  because  it  will  be 
easier,  but  because  greater  blessings  will 
accrue  to  you. 

Every  man  who  pays  his  tithing  should 
enjoy  it.  The  gospel  of  Christ  is  a 
gospel  of  enjoyment.  "  Men   are  that 

they  might  have  joy."  When  one  pays 
his  tithing  without  enjoyment,  he  is  rob- 
bed of  a  part  of  the  blessing.  He  must 
learn  to  give  cheerfully,  willingly,  and 
joyfully  and  his  gift  will  be  blessed.  In 
order  that  he  may  receive  more  enjoyment 
he  needs  to  pay  more  frequently.  Why 
deprive  oneself  of  the  joy  that  comes  from 
this  voluntary  giving  until  the  end  of  the 


year,  when  by  payment  throughout  the 
year  we  may  increase  and  enhance  not 
only  the  joy  of  our  giving  but  the  practice 
of  it.

I  would  have  told  you.  I  go  to  prepare  a 
place  for  you." 

The  conditions  and  stipulations  for  salva- 
tion and  exaltation  in  the  kingdom  of  God 
are  very  well  set  out  by  R.  M.  Bryce 
Thomas  in  giving  his  reasons  for  joining 
the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day 
Saints.  We  quote  a  paragraph  from  his 
pamphlet  and  commend  it  to  our  readers  for 
careful  consideration  : 

I  willingly  admit  that  in  the  other 
churches  and  sects  of  Christendom,  there 
are  thousands  of  good,  earnest  souls 
seeking  after  God,  and  living  up  to  what 
they  believe  to  be  the  truth,  and  God  is 
always  faithful  to  remember  all  such,  and 
to  lift  them  up.

and  repentance,  followed  (as  taught  by 
Christ  and  His  Apostles)  by  baptism  by 
immersion  for  the  remission  of  sins,  and 
by  the  laying  on  of  hands  of  those  in 
authority  from  God,  for  the  reception  of 
the  Holy  Ghost.  I  need   scarcely   add 

that  we  have  after  this  to  "  work  out  our
